Throughout the years of the Great War, the people of the allied na- 
tions were repeatedly told that it was a war to make the world safe for 


democracy, “a war to end war.’ And when at last the great struggle ended | 


and the League of Nations came into being it was thought that, with the 
bitter experience of the war fresh in all minds, there would be little hesita- 
tion on the part of any country to join the League, and that, with 100 per 
cent, world membership in the League, world disarmament would follow in 
due course, 


i ; | 
The refusal of the United States to have anything to do with the League 


of Nations,—the very country in which the idea originated,—came as a rude 
shock to all lovers and advocates of peace. It discouraged Europe, re- 


awakened all the old fears, and actually led to renewed activity in the piling | 


up of armaments. Nevertheless, the League struggled on, gaining new ad- 
herents, and, with each succeeding success in settling international dis- 
putes and preventing open ruptures, the League grew in strength and pres- 
tige. Nonetheless, so long as the United States remained aloof it was felt 
that the structure for world peace was imperfect and insecure, 

Because of this fact, the recent action of Mr. Kellogg, United States 
Secretary of State, in inviting the nations of the world to enter into a 
multilateral treaty to outlaw war, was enthusiastically welcomed by all 
lovers of peace, and nowhere quite so heartily as in Canada and other parts 
of the British Empire. 

Already fifteen nations, including, with the exception of Russia, all the 
Great Powers, have signified their willingness to sign such a treaty. The 
draft of this momentous international document is brief and to the point, 
and, as it may well prove to be the Magna Charta of world peace, it is 
worthy of the widest possible reproduction in order that all people, every- 

. Where, may read it. The preambie, in part, is as follows: 

“Deeply sensible of their solemn duty to promote the welfare of man- 
kind; 

“Persuaded that the timie has come when a frank renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national policy should be made to the end that the 
peaceful and friendly relations now existing between their peoples may be 
perpetuated; \ 

“Convinced that all changes in their relations with one another should 
be sought only by pacific means and be the result of a peaceful and orderly 
process, and that any signatory power which shall hereafter seek to pro- 
mote its national intengsts by resort to war should be denied the benefits 
furnished by this treaty; x F " 

“Hopeful that, encotraged by their example, all the other nations of the 
world will join in this humane endeavor, and by adhering to the present 
treaty as soon as it comes into force, bring peoples within the scope of its 
beneficent provisions, thus uniting the civilized nations of the world in a 
common renunciation of war as an instrument of their national policy.” 

Then follows the names of the fifteen nations who have signitied their 
willingness to sign such a treaty, namely: Australia, Belgium, Canada, 
Czecho-Slovakia, France, Germany, Great Britain, India, Irish Free State, 


Italy, Japan, New Zealand, Poland, South Africa, United States of America. | 


To what do they agree? Having approved the declarations in the pre- 
amble quoted above, they bind themselves as follows: 

“Article I, The high contracting parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that they condemn recourse to war for the solu- 
tion of international controversies, and renounce it as an instrument of 
national policy in their relations with one another. 

“Article IT, The high contracting parties agree that the settlement or

France, desperately short of coal 
for ten years, and always an import- 
er, now has too much of it. For the 
first time French production equals 
consumption and imported coal is 
threatening to break the market. 

When the Germans flooded French 
coal mines in|the north during the 
World War, France lost half of her 
fuel and it has been a long struggle 
to get back to normal. Not only was 
the pre-war figure of 40,000,000 tons 
annually reached, but last year it 
went up to 60,000,000 and the Saar 
Valley has added another 13,000,000 
tons. 

All European coal mines have been 
working hard since the-war because

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Canadiax Aretic Eeslover 
Heads Expedition For Purpose 
Of Locating the Magnetic Pole 


A YOUTHFUL RULER 


In quest of treasure relics and to! 
conduct important Aretic research 
worl, Major L. T. Burwash, war vet- 
eran, Arctic exploratory engineer 
and Canadian government official, 
will leave shortly on a 5,000 mile 
jaunt to end at the magnetic pole. 

Travelling by rail, boat and dog} 
team,- Major Burwash will traverse 
nearly 900 miles of icy Arctic waters, 
with only native Eskimos, a_ stray 
trapper or fur trader, to assist him 
to navigate a forty foot government 
launch. His destination at the mag- 
netic pole cannot be reached until 
late in September or October. His 
iask will not be completed before the 
autumn of 1929, 

At “the top of the world,” Major 
3urwash will make a scientifle ex- 
amination to determine the extent to; 
which the magnetic pole has shifted 
since Amundsen made his investiga- 
tion about 1908. Each year the mag- 
netic pole varies in a westerly direc- 
tion; and its present position, once} 
secured, will be noted on the charts 
of mariners who ply the seven seas, 

Records of the ill-fated expedition 
of Sir John Franklin—central figure 
in the chapter of Arctic exploration | 
of the nineteenth century-—will also 
be sought by Major Burwash. The 
two ships “Erebus” and ‘Terror,” 
carrying the Franklin party, met dis- 
aster near the magnetic pole in 1845, 
Some of the records were found on 
Boothia peninsula; and it is said that 
one of these ships may be seen in the 
Arctic ocean somewhere near King | 
William Island or Boothia Peninsula. | 
If this theory is found to be correct, 
the ship may be lifted to obtain for 
Canada the invaluable records and 
relics believed to be aboard her.

| Body Gets Sufficient Even If 
People Drink Little 


Water is absolutely essential if the 
| body is to keep up its activities. It is 
necessary not only to aid in building 
| up the tissue, but in order to permit 
| the carrying on of all of the chemi- 
|cal and physical functions that take 
| place. 
| Most of us get more water than 
{we drink as such through the fact 
that practically every food substance 
| contains some water and most of the 
| beverages are practically entirely 
water. Milk contains 88 per cent. 
water, wines anywhere from 85 to 95 
per cent., and even distilled alcoholic 
drinks are usually more than one- 
half water. 

If both food and water are with- 
held, life cannot. be prolonged- for 
more than eight or ten days. With 


for a considerable time. even though 
food is not given. Professional fast- 
ers always drink water during the | 
starvation period. Some of them| 
carry on from three to five weeks 
without food. 

Milk is probably the best of all 
beverages, particularly when it is 
taken from properly inspected cows 
under sanitary conditions, trangport- 
ed under clean conditions to the 
place where it ts used, and pastur- 
ized in most instances before use. 
| Lemonade and other drinks made 
|from citrus fruits are excellent be- 
cause they counteract acidity in the

Partial knowledge and assumptions 
based on insufficient data have been 
responsible for many mistaken judg- 
ments and belief in obstacles that had 
no real existence. Evidence of this 
abounds in the pages of history, and 
the process of revising and rectifying 
long-established opinions continues 
with little sign of abatement. Until 
recently belief persisted that the in- 
terior of the island continent of Aus- 
tralia was a rocky and barren desert, 
where explorers ran grave risk of 
perishing misérably for lack of wa- 
ter. Now, with more extensive and 
accurate knowledge, the vast central 
region of Australia has asumed a 
widely different aspect, with many 
districts well adapted for productive 
use and with ample water resources, 
that only need to be tapped to make 
the wilderness blossom as the rose. 


Canada is now undergoing a sim- 
ilar process, with the result that 
many obstacles to unification of in- 
terest, once deemed insuperable, are 
now disappearing in the light of bet- 
ter knowledge. Not so long xgo 
men whose views were regarded as 
authoritative saw in the clay belt of 
North Ontario and in the so-called 
barren lands of the great Northwest 
barriers that doomed [astern and 
Western Canada to perpetual isola- 
tion, one from the other. These 
imaginary barren and infertile tracts

Edison Thinks Farm Should! 
Produce Something Besides 
Food 


The common conception of the 
farm is that it is designed solely to 
produce those things by 
sumption of which we are enabled 
to live. Having fulfilled that purpose, 
there is no other field or purpose for 
the farm. 

But Thomas A. Edison advances a 
new thought in this connection. He 
says the farm should be made an in- 
dustrial adjunct as well as a food 
producing medium. ‘We over-pro- 
duce food," says Mr. Edison, ‘and 
prices are too low to give the farm- 
ers a profit. So the extension of non- 


food uses for farm products is a 

sound, practicable and important 

idea,” : 
Just now Mr. Edison is experi- 


menting with some hundreds of wild 
plants that will grow in various parts 


of this country, to test their rubber | 


producing qualities. Up-to-date he 
has collected some 1,600 of these. 
The seeds of 1,400 will be shown in 


his experimental plot of nine acres. | 
it has been found that 80 of | 


So far 
our wild plants contain rubber. 
least twelve of them, says Mr, 
son, will grow on the southern cot- 
ton lands without injury by frost. 
“Golden rod, plain golden rod that 
grows wild in nearly every state, is 
one of the best sources of rubber 
that I have found among native wild 
plants,” he announced. 

One does not have to go further 
to discover the basis of Mr. Edison's 
thought that some of the energies 
of the farmer will be turned in the} 
future to the production of things 
that are needed in the industrial field. 
Some advance in “that direction has | 
been made. in utilizing what used to 
be waste material of the farm. Straw 
mukes paper and cellulose is obtain- 
ed from corn stalks. And, of course, 
we do not eat cotton or flax. How- 
ever, if Mr. Edison is going to en- 
courage the farmer to grow golden 
rod for its rubber, we hope that he 
will be able to divest it of its pro- 
pensity to spread. hay fever sniffles.

Have Groatir: Knowledge Of! 
Insects Than Any Other 
Country 


Chinese folk have many odd ways 
of enjoying themselves and _ utilize 
many odd creatures and, things to 
contribute to their ideas of pleasure. 
| For instance it seems strange to 
| the occidentai mind that crickets 
| should be cultivated and cared” for 
| because of their fighting powers and 
musical ability. 

Of the many insects that are cap- 
jable of producing musical sounds, 
writes Dr. B. Laufer, Curator of 
Anthropology at Chicago's field mu- 
seum of natural history, first and 
foremost are the crickets who dur- 
ing the latter part of the. summer 
and in the autumn fill the air with a 
continuous concert, They are well 
known on account of their abund- 
ance, their wide distribution, their 
characteristic chirping and the hab- 
;it many of*them have of seeking 
| Shelltef in human habitations. 
| The relation of the Chinese to 
| crickets and other insects presents 
one of their most striking character- 
istics and one of the most curious 
|chapters of culture-historical devel- 
opment. In the primitive stages of 
| life man took a keen interest in the 
animal world. First of all, he closely | 
observed and studied large mam- 
mals, and next to these, birds and 
fishes. A curious exception to this al- 
most universal rule is presented by 
the ancient Chinese. 

They were more interested in the 
class of insects than in all other 
groups of animals combined; while 
mammals, least of all, attracted their | 
attention. Their love of insects led 
them to observations and discover- 
ies which still elicit our admiration. | 
The curious life-history of the cica-) 
|da was known to them in early! 
|times, and only a nation which had | 
lan innate sympathy with the smal- 
lest creatures of nature was able to

Hlustration Stations 


Total Of 195 Stations Are Now In 
Operation 

The Illustration Stations Division 
of the Experimental Farm _ reports 
an increase for the fiscal year end- 
ing March $1, 1928, of 46 stations, 
bringing the total up to 195. From 
these stations last year there was 
sold to farmers in the vicinity of 
each 30,942 bushels of seed grain, 
11,893 bushels of seed potatoes, 20,- 
080 lbs. of grass and clover seed, 266 


| purebred bulls and heifers, 106 hogs, 


165 sheep, 602 cockerels, 682 pullets, 


}and 1,528 settings of eggs. 


These illustration stations are 
chosen by /Experimental Farm _ offi- 


cials in districts where it is felt it 
will be of advantage to introduce in 
a practical way the work being done 
by the Experimental Farms. The 
owner of the farm continues to oper- 
ate but does so under the supervis- 
ion of an expert appointed by the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture.’ By this system each station 


becomes a centre for the growing and | 


distribution of high grade seed, pure- 
bred live stock, and also as a demon- 
stration station for the best type of 
cultural methods. 

One of the outstanding accom- 
plishments of the Illustration Sta- 
tions is the production of clover seed 
in British Columbia. The first clover 
seed ever produced in British Cu- 
umbia was harvested last year at the

Is Waning 
First Places Left For 
Atlantic Flight 

Whoever was sitting furthest 
back in Miss Amelia Earhart’s aero- 
plane “Friendship” when it crossed 
the ‘Welsh coast, was the 100th per- 
son to fly across the Atlantic Ocean. 

With the first flight by a woman, 
only a few secondary records remain 
to be made besides: successive ones 
for distance, duration and speed. 

One is that of being the first wo- 
man to fly Westward. 

Since Sir Arthur Whitten-Brown 
and Sir John Alcock made the first 
non-stop. flight in 1919, fifteen per- 
sons have made similar air crossings 
in planes. 

Seventy-eight persons have flown 
across in airships and of these 29— 
the crew of the British R-34—have 
mide the round trip. The R-34 made 
the round trip in five days. 

Of the non-stop aviators, Lind- 
bergh, Byrd, Chamberlin, Brook and 
; Schlee and Miss Earhart followed the 
trail blazed by Brown and Alcock. 
|The Bremen flew Westward. 

Six United States navy fliers 
crossed via the Azores, taxiing on 
the water part of the way. Four Unit- 
ed States fliers crossed via Iceland. 

Four crews of aviators have made 
the South Atlantic crossing since 
Captains Sacadura and Coutinho of 
Portugal showed the way in 1922 
a flight listed in few reference books. 
They used four aeroplanes altoge\her 
in the flight from Lisbon to Rio de 
} Janciro, but they flew all the way.

INSECTS OF THE 
FLOWER GARDEN, 


Knowledge Is Necessary To! 


Successfully Combat These | 
Pests 

While the los§ in field crops an- 
nually from the depredations of in- 
sects is estimated to run into hun-| 
dreds of millions of dollars, damage | 
to garden crops is relatively no less 
serious. While the damage done in} 
the fields and orchards may not be 
as apparent to the observer it is} 
perhaps even more annoying when it

is happening to roses, irises, dahlias, 
and many others of the beautiful 
crops of the flower garden that are 
continually under observation. 

In combatting the bugs and worms 
that work in garden crops, it is 
necessary to have some knowledge 
of their life history and habits. An 
observation of how the insects feed 
will help materially in» deciding the 
proper remedy to apply. To assist 
gardeners to understand these mat- 
ters the Department of Agriculture, 
at Ottawa, has issued Bulletin No. 
99, entitled “Insects of the Flower 
Garden and Their Control,” by Mr. 
Arthur Gibson, Dominion Eutomo- 
logist. The author points out that 
injurious insects may be divided 
roughly into two classes by the na- 
ture of their mouth parts which in- 
dicate whether they destroy by eat- 
ing the leaf substance, or by sucking 
the juices from within the leaves or 
stocks. Insects are further divided 
into beneficial and injurious, each of 
scores of the destructive ones is pic- 
tured and described and definite in- 
struction given for its control. This 
bulletin, which is obtainable from the 
Publications Branch, of the Depart- 
ment, will be found particularly use- 
ful to rosarians who, at this season 
of the year, will find it recommended 
to treat the rose bud worm that does 
great damage not only to roses, but} 


to delphiniums, the snapdragon, and| 
the columbine, by arsenical sprays 
and powders, also the aphides or 


plant lice that yield readily to sprays 
of dilute nicotine.

Upkeep Of Mental 


Hospitals Is Costly 


Nine Million Dollars 
Yearly In Canada, Says 
Dr. Hicks 


“In Canada there are more people 
in mentat hospitals than there are in 
all the general hospitals put togeth- 
er,” declared Dr. C. M. Hicks, medi- 
cal director of the Canadian Nation- 
mental hygiene, 
during an address at Edmonton re- 
cently. 

Continuing to quote from figures 
whida he has compiled during ten 
years of experience with mental 
hygiene work, Dr. Hicks stated that 
at present there are 24,000 people 
in mental hospitals in Canada, and 
an equal number suffering from 
severe mental disorders are scat- 
tered among the various communi- 
ties. Between fifty and seventy-five 
million dollars is invested in mental 
hospitals in Canada, making the an- 
nual upkeep of these institutions 
about nine million dollars a year, 
or a dollar a head for each Canadian. 
In addition to the 50,000 insane, 
there are approximately 60,000 men- 
tal defectives in Canada. and many 
thousands more are suffering from 
nervous diseases. 

The speaker strongly condemned 
the general attitude of normal people 
toward the insane, pointing out that 
insanity or mental disease was .no 
more of a disgrace than any other 
sort of disease. Thousands are now 
hopelessly insane because their par- 
ents, fearing the disgrace of insanity, 
delayed taking them to mental ex 
perts when treatment might have 
been successful. 5 

The insane have not a single symp- 
tom that the average person has not 
experienced, in a milder form. De-

How Far Voice Will Carry 


Depends On Atmosphere, Wind and 
Competing Noises 


The distance to which a man's 
voice will carry depends upon many 
different circumstances. The condi- 
tion of the atmosphere is one--damp 
will slow down the  sound-waves, 
while a dry, crisp air will forward 
them easily. Wind is another factor 
-—so is the height of the speaker in 
regard to fhe number “of objects, 
rocks and so on in front of him. The 
number of competing noises ‘also has 
to be considered. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, few voices will carry in- 
telligibly much over a couple of hun- 
dred yards, but this distance has been 
far exceeded with exceptionally fav- 
Orable conditions. In the stillness of 
the frozen North, for instance a voice 
will carry for over a mile, And a 
song, as rendered from a mountain 
top, was once heard at a distance of 
four miles.

To Great Britain and

New experiences awaited us the 
following day when as guests of tne 
Port of London Authority, we were 
taken to see something of what Lon- 
don's handling facilities are. It was 
not possible to see more than a emall 
part, for the Port of London, in one 
year, handles merchandise to the 
value of hundreds of millions of 
pounds sterling. For example, the 
imports and exports passed through 
the port in 1926 totaMed in value 
included 65,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat. In the same 
year 50,000,000 tons net register of 
shipping entered and left the port.) 
Walking through one set of show- 
rooms, ten acres in extent, we visited | 
the Ivory Room, where we were as- 
tounded to see a perfect specimen of | 
pre-historic mammoth tusks 11 feet 
long, weighing 163 pounds, and hav-| 
ing an estimated age of 56,000 years. | 
In the State Room $525,000 worth of 
pepper was stored, and an interesting | 
exhibit was a 28 lb. weight floating 
in a bath of mercury. The Wool Room | 
which contained a number of bales) 
of Canadian wool stores in a single 
year nearly 2,000,000 bales. 


Another interesting warehouse was 
the Iodine Room, holding 25,000 small 
hide-bound kegs of iodine, every cne 
worth $500. The hide covering is 
necessary because of the rotting 
effect of iodine which destroys the 
wooden kegs in a comparatively 
short space of time, 


But the thrill of the day came 
when we explored a portion of the 
Port's wine vaults, Before descend- 
ing to the cellars we were handed | 
oil torches fastened to the end of | 
staves. Torches such as these have! 
been used for 120 years. The tem-! 
perature of the vaults never varies 
from 60 degrces, yet the only means 
of regulating it are incandescent 
lights, and the amount of sawdust on 
the floor. Fungus produced on the 
roof of the cellars by the fumes of 
the wine is a curious characteristic, 
In the brandy vaults this fungus is 
absent. Twenty-two thousand pipes! 
of wine, each worth $500 can be ac- 
commodated in these vaults which 
have twenty-eight miles of metal 
runways, apart from the vast stores 
of spirits contained in other vaults 
not included in the day’s itinerary. 

Again in the open air we boarded 
a launch en route to the S.S. Minne- 
waska, where we were due to lunch 
as guests of the Port, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Ritchie of 
Dundee. The novelty of luncheon 
on this beautiful ship, surrounded by 
great liners from almost every coun- 
try in the world made a deep impres- 
sion, This was followed by a river 
trip back to London, 

In the evening we were the guests 
of the Empire Marketing Board at 
dinner in the Hyde Park Hotel and 
had an opportunity of learning at’ 
first hand the valuable work being! 
done by this organization to encour- 
age the consumption of products 
produced: within the Empire. The sum 
of five million dollars per year hag 
been placed at its disposal by Parlia- 
ment to further the marketing of 
Empire products. The Board is a 
non-party body and includes repre- 
sentatives of the Dominions and Col- 
onies. Agricultural research is alse! 
an important phase of its work. The 
chairman, on the occasion of our vis- 
it, was Lord Lovat, the Under-Sec- 
retary of States for the Dominions, , 
who told us something of the work 
of the Board, which wag further ex- 
plained by Sir Halford Mackinder, 
chairman of the Imperial Economic 
Committee. 

The next day's programme provid- 
ed one of the most interesting morn- 
ings of our stay in London. This wus 
a visit to the Tower, a grim fortress 
which we entered with mixed feel- 
ings, for here and on Tower Hill per- 
ished some of the most renowned 
men and women of their day. Here 
the beautiful Anne Boleyn was_ he- 
headed; and here Lady Jane Grey 
saw the headless body of her hus- 
band carried past her on the morning 
when she knew tbat she was to die. 
In it Sir Thomas Moore, Archbishop , 
Cranmer, Sir Walter Raleigh and the 
little Princes met their tragic fates, 
and though these things happened in 
the days gone by, one feels the Tower 
to be sinister still, Sven in our own 
time was it not chosen as the place 
in which the spies in the Great War 
should meet their doom? 

We were admitted by Yeoman of 
the Guard ‘“Beefeaters’ who - still 
wear the quaint uniform: which was 
adopted in the time of Henry VII, 
We were shown the Bloody Tower 
where the bones of the two murdered 
Princes were found and the room 
(reconstructed), in which Sir Walter 
Raleigh, when a prisoner wrote his 
History of the World. 

In the White Tower we saw the 
chamber in which Guy Fawkes and 
his fellow-conspirators were tortured 
in 1605, Here too, were the apart- 
ments occupied by Queen Elizabeth 
when she herself was u prisoner in 
the Tower, We saw the block ana 
execution axes, one of which has a 
nick in the blade where it struck the 
neck of a victim. And then, how close 
to cur Canadian hearts it came, we 
saw the cloak on which Wolfe died 
on the Heights of Abraham.

National Park At Jasper Teaming 
With Wild Life 

A census has been taken of the 
wild animals in Jasper Park, which 
constitutes a sanctuary for wild life 
over 5,000 square miles in extent. 

Park wardens have for some years 
periodically estimated the numbers 
of the large wild animals in Canada's 
national parks. Heading the list at 
Jasper Park, there are, according to 
approximate estimates, some 15,000 
Rocky Mountain sheep, an _ equal 
number of mule deer, 5,000 to 6,000 
caribou, 3,000 to 5,000 moose, 2,000 
to 3,000 Rocky Mountain. goats, 15,- 
000 elk and 2,000 to 3,000 black, cin- 
namon and grizzly bears. For the 
smaller anfmals no figures are avail- 
able, but there are large numbers of 
beaver, otter, fisher, marten, mink, 
muskrats and porcupines. 

The wild life of Jasper Park is in- 
dicative of what may be found jn 
the other great Canadian national 
parks of the Rockies, Banff, Yoho, 
Kootenay and Waterton. Together, 
they measure close to 10,000 square 
miles, an area of mountain scenery 
and protected wild life two-thirds as 
great as all Switzerland, and almost 
as large as Belgium.
